last night replied to charges that he 
is not a progressive. 
He resented as 


a slander the 
intimation that he 


stood for or permitted special priv- 
ileges—"an offense little short of 
treason in the eyes of the Demo- 
crats"—and declared the charge that 
he took part-in the sale ot govern- 
ment bonds while a cabinet officer 
was mere wantonness. 


Governor Harmon, 
who 
had a 


tremendous audience, did not men- 
tion the name of Colonel Bryan, who 
is lighting him so vigorously, but 
declared that it is due his friends 
in Nebraska 
to 
refute falsehoods 


which have been circulated about 
him, a step which, he said, would not 
be necessary at home 


Governor Harmon denounced the 


so-called-progressive league of Ohio 
Democrats, declaring that the 'fab- 
ricator-in-chiet" ot the organization 
was involved in efforts to profit per- 
sonally in connection with tlie de- 
posit of public money 
in 
banks. 


Somewhat similar charges the gov- 
ernor made against another member 
of the league who has been stump- 
ing Nebraska against Harmon. 
This 


man, the governor said, he had sent 
lor and threatened to denounce pub- 
licly for his efforts to prevail upon 
the treasurer of state to disregard 
the people's expressed will as to de- 
posits of public money. Other mem- 
bers of the league Governor Harmon 
described as known lobbyists, office 
brokers and dealers in illicljELfavors.

President Taft's record was assail- 


ed by Governor Harmon, who also

The governor, who 
defended his record in office as pro- 
gressive, said: 
~ "I am here by the invitation of my 
good friends in Nebraska and, while 
I am always averse to speaking about 
myself, I feel that it is due to them 
to speak of some matters of a public 
nature about which talsehoods have 
been circulated so wholly unlounded 
that persistence in them can not be 
ascribed to proper motives. It would 
not be necessary to rlo this at home. 


Retraction Not Forthcoming.

than the assertions of others or his 
own. 


"Among the many things It was 


my good fortune to accomplish as 
attorney general, the one which is 
best known and for which even my 
Republican 
successors 
have com- 


mended me, was securing from the 
supreme court the first decisions up- 
holding the Sherman anti-trust law. 
These were not announced until my 
term had expired, but afterward be- 
came the basis of the cases in which 
that' wholesome law was enforced, 
until the recent ones wherein the 
idea of reasonableness 
was 'intro-, 


duced.' Tet, though these facts are 
of 
common knowledge, 
the

statement is reiterated that I neg- 
.leeted my duty in that regard.

This man is now 
noisily 'pro&iessive' and fabricator in 
chief of a 'league' at whose first 
meeting the doorkeeper was under 
indictment for bribery in the legis- 
lature and is now in the peniten- 
tiary.

just 57 years ago. Now the terrible 
rows in the party, 
requiring 
state 


troops to put down riots at its state 
convention, look as if the g. o. p. is 
going to commit absolute political sui- 
cide right at the place of its birth. 
This may be a sad reflection for many 
of the honest people who compose the 
party masses, but its death may pass 
into history as an inevitable adjust- 
ment of American politics. Having 
survived its usefulness, the death of 
the Republican party may be as nat- 
ural as the quiet ending of the once 
revered old Whig party. Along -with 
the contemplation of fEis approaching 
probability, however, there is the his- 
toric encouragement that Democracy 
never dies. That is the difference be- 
tween tEe two great parties since the 
very beginning of their 
organization 


in this country.

book trust a similar amount. 


Before he became School Commis- 


sioner, Mr. Miller was one of the few 
school men in the state who favored 
uniform school text books—this, not- 
withstanding practically every school 
man in Indiana where they have such 
a system favors it.

carried

eye. 
He had won wide fame as a 
surgeon 
before he undertook 
his 


present work, and it was while he 
was engaged in indexing and arang- 
ing a catalogue of the 'books in the 
library of the 
Surgeon 
General's 


office at Washington that he became 
interested in library -work. 
A spe- 


cialist in surgery, medicine and hy-. 
giene as well as library methods, he) 
has also the wide general knowledge 
so necessary to the successful direc- 
tor of a. great public library.

that even health, upon which so much of our happiness* depends, is a gift 
from the outside. 
In a word, that we are dependent upon the powerd 


without for all that makes life worth living. And if these are denied us, 
then we are miserable. 


And this character of his saw clearly that alHthis-is wrong, that the 


Joy of life depends really upon ourselves, that there^is a magical power in 
every life to furnish it complete happiness. 


And this power is our higher nature, not the lower nature that la 


satisfied altogether with externals, with eating and sleeping and wearing 
flue clothes and living in the praise of others; but the higher nature that 
eees the purpose of life, its eternalness; that can enter into and under^ 
etand and use the untold wealth of infinite love and infinite!good and infinite 
mind. For all these things are ours to make use ol for our good; and when 
we possess these treasures, the things of this world are paltry indeed 
It is a case of hitching your wagon to a star, and when you do this, you'll 
travel faster and see more than in the speediest auto or swiftest aeroplane. 


But as Tolstoi's character said, this way ot looking at things seems 


almost incomprehensible to the majority of us. 
To get this viewpoint 


means that we must face about entirely. 
Some do not know how to do 


this. Others are too fearful. 
They do not want to let go the known, th« 


tangible, lor the unknown and intangible. 


But if your life is a sad jumble, if it Is not a success, If you do not 


find satisfaction in what It has brought you, try this development ef 
your higher nature as an experiment. Look within, to yourself, for your 
real rlchee. Open your mind to an inflow of the spirit that will teach you 
all things. And you will soon possess riches of which you little dream— 
riches that bring pure happiness that nothing can destroy or take away, 
and in comparison with which even the fabled wealth of Aladdin seem* 
paltry indeed.

Washington, Aiuil 13.—[Special.]— 


The Urst break la the Democratic 
ranks interrupting the smooth s.Uiiua 
v,:iich that party has enjoyed irutu the 
beginning of the Sixtj -second congress, 
COJ3CS as a result of the determination 
of quite a number of Democrats not 
tc Stand .by the caucus in the matter 
of battleships. Twice the caucus has 
decreed there shall be no appropria- 
tion for battleships at this session and 
once turned down the mild and con- 
servative Chairman Padgett of the 
naial committee, who advocated at 
least one sh:p. 


The fight on battleships has been car- 


ried on by those congressmen who 
hart been refused any public building 
"poik" by the majority of the Demo- 
crats 
controlling- the 
caucus, 
"^"o 


buildings, no battleships," has been the 
slo£~n. and for a time it looked as if 
it niig'.U r-iive a winning cry, but if 
the relusai to stand by the caucus 
should hai e any considerable support 
it will mean at least one if not two 
ships. 


Seaboard Men Interested. 


Men representing seaboard cities are 


much interested in battleships. This ap- 
plies particularly to New York, where 
Congressman Ayres, representing the 
Bronx district, has been one of the 
first to proclaim his intention to sup- 
port two battleships. Ayres is hustling 
for New York on general principles. 
He has introduced a bill for improving 
New York harbor, which, will cost $33,- 
000,000. 


Division of Markets. 


Senatoi Hoke Smith of Georgia lias 


introduced and reported from the com- 
mittee ou agriculture a bill establish- 
ing a division of markets in one of the 
bureaus of the agricultural department. 
It is rather a good idea, too. for it is in 
the direction of what farmers and pro- 
ducers are doing for themselves in the 
way of eliminating the 
middleman. 


The ncvr division is expected to fur- 
nish information to farmers and to so- 
cieties of consumers so that the former 
may know what they can charge for 
their pioduets and the latter may know- 
how much they ought to pay. Perhaps 
this may de-s elop into making a bureau 
which will become the middleman be- 
tween producers of agricultural prod- 
ucts and the consumers without mak- 
ing the usual percentage. 


Looks After Alaska. 


Although 
Congressman 
Sulzer is 


chairman of the foreign affairs com- 
mittee ,hu still is true to Alaska, whose 
interests were cared for by the com- 
mittee on teiritoues, of which Sul- 
zer was a long time member. Sulzer's 
latest effort is to give §10 bounty each 
for wolves killed in Alaska. Bounties 
for killing wolves have often been giv- 
en by states and communities, but the 
general government is rather shy of all 
bounty propositions. 


Vain Reg rots. 


"I should regret to spend another 


summer in Washington," remarked 
Senator Bristow of Kansas urging the 
senate to hurry along its business. "I 
am now serving my fourth year," he 
continued, "and I have spent every 
summer In Washington. Unless wo get 
down to business fcooii we will find our- 
selves struggling through a hot sum- 
mer."

After debating some- 


thing for a short time the senate ad- 
journed over Saturday and continued 
to meet at 2 o'clock. 


Arizona on the Job.

Arizona -will be called the last state 
because so named in the admission 
bill—is making itself felt in the senate. 
Already her senators have attempted 
to disestablish that hoary old tradi- 
tion about keeping everything regard- 
Ing executive sessions in the dark. 
They have been insisting that a ooiut 
resolution, protesting against the con- 
firmation of a federal appointee In that 
state, passed by the state legislature 
and published in the papers, shall be 
printed in the record. Objections have 
t>een made by the "elder statesman" 
on the ground that the document te 
"secret" or belongs to executive ses- 
sion .secrecy. Funny, isn't it?

Advocate. The first of the three which 
follows was written by Vernie Stasel, 
who is in the Eighth grade ot 
the 
South Fifth street school: 


A few words in the beginning about 
the advantages our city already has, 
may not be out of place., Then we can 
decide better what we can do to im- 
prove conditions in Newark. Although 
attractive on account ot its fine sy&- 
tem of schools, its churches and nu- 
merous industries, together with 
the 


fact that it is a great railroad center, 
Newark can In a great many ways be 
improved. The childien ot the city as 
well as grown up people can help do 
the work. 


Newark is one of the most heautitul 


cities ot Ohio, situated near the cen- 
tral part of the state and among hills 
which aie coveied with trees, to which 
Newark owes much of its "beauty. The 
land surrounding Newailc is 
very 
fertile, which helps, not only the peo- 
ple of the countiy, but those o£ the 
city, too. 


Newark is noted for its ancient, his- 
torical mounds, one of which is 
at 


Moundbuilders' Park in West Newark. 


We also have here me Wehile stove 


foundry, the largest of its kind in the 
world; the Heisey and Everett glass 
factories, the B. and O. shops, the 
Jewett Car Works, and many other 
mauulactuting 
industiies. 
While 


Newark has these and many other 
civic advantages which attract people 
here, she has also a good Board of 
Trade that woiks hard to make New- 
ark clean, beautiful and piosperous 


We can improve Newark in a num- 
ber of ways, among them 
are 
the 
following: To pave all streets 
that 


need it; the removal of the city dump 
to aplace far outside the city limits 
so that it will not cause disease; 
the 
building of a subway, and extending 
the street car lines into South New- 
ark would not only benefit the people 
'of that part of the city but would im- 
prove the whole city 


If the street car lines ran out to 
the hills on the south a beautiful park 
could be made on one of these hills, 
where the people could go for rest and 
pleasure. Another thing which would 
greatly improve our city is to have all 
the voting booths gathered together 
into one vacant lot near the city's 
edge as is done in most other cities. 
We should feed the birds when they 


come in the spring so that they will

neat and cean as possible 


Newark has a good Board of Edu- 
cation and they try 
to 
build new, 


modern schools tor the boys and girls 
and the children should go to school 
every day it possible so that when 
grown they will be good citizens and 
this, as much as anything else will 
help to improve a city. 


Let us always remember and act on 
the principles ot the oath of allegiance 
taken by the boys oi ancient Athens.

centennial of Theft of 


a Railroad Train 


In the National Cemetery at Ohat- 
tanooga there is a monument, sur- 
mounted by a, miniature locomotive, 
wihich is an object of inteiest to all 
visitors. It commemorates one 
of 


the most thrilling adventures of the 
Civil War, a. struggle replete with 
deeds of heroism performed by the 
soldiers of both sides. 
Friday was the anniversary of the 


semi-centennial of that stirring epi- 
sode, in which two dozen picked 
soldiers led by James J. Andrews, a 
Union spy, 
invaded 
the 
enemys 


country, and stole a railiroad train, 
in an attempt to destroy ithe bridges 
and telegraph lines of the Western 
& Atlantic railroad. 
The paity left 


the army of Gen Mitchell at Shelby- 
vine. Tenn , on April 7, 1862, and 
made 
their 
way with great diffi- 
culty to Marietta, Ga. 
Early on 


Saturday morning, April 12, 1SC2, 
Andrews and his men 'boarded the 
tram they proposer! to steal 
At Big 


Shanty 
Station, where the 
train 


stopped 
for 
breakfast, while the 


trainmen and passengers were in the 
dining room, the raiders uncoupled 
three box cars winch •" ere in front 
of the coaches and all climbed into 
the cars except Andrews and two of 
the party who were locomotive en- 
gineers. 
The throttle of the famous 


old locomotive, the General, was 
opened wide, and with 
a 
defiant 


shriek the engine sped 
down 
the 
track and was woll on its way be- 
fore the 3,300 Confederate soldiers 
encamped 
near the track realized 
what had happcnetl.

The 
remains of Andrews and his little 
command lie buried in the Chatanoo- 
ga cemetery, where a monument in 
their honor was erected by the State 
of Ohio about twenty-two years ago. 
While military necessity demanded 
that Andrews' life pay the penalty 
for the failure of this hazardous pro- 
ject, his*reckless bravery commanded 
the respect of the brave Americans 
who were his 'fops, as well as the ad- 
miration ot his friends.

brushing them from cracks, from 
the rafters and other dark and 
fairly warm places.

descendants of those that have 
survived the winter.

gists say that the larvae and 
pupae of flies do not develop 
slowly enough to last in those 
stages thiough the cold months.
